The Motor Vehicle Battalion is still in Adlershof, but the workshop for 

the vehicles is in the Central Supply Depot. This repair shop was originally 
‘intended to serve as a central workshop for the third-echelon repairs for 

all of the HVA, but on the insistence of General Makarov of the Soviet 
vontrol Commission this scheme was abandoned, At present the repair shop 
services only the Motor Vehicle Battalion and those vehicles from outside 
units which happen to need repairs while in Berlin, The idea of a central 
workshep has been replaced by a plan calling for mobile workshops for every 


Bereitschaft. 


The officer in charge of wapons ami equipment (Waffen und Gerite) in the 
various Bereitschaften is directly responsible to the officer in command 
of Kormando IV (Artillery) and is not subordinate to the officer commanding 


Abteilung Versorgung. 


At present there is no known plan to establish a separate Intelligence 
Section in each Tercitschaft. The Stabkompanie will control the Signal 
Unit and will also evaluate and act upon the information obtained by the 
AufkLdruncs \bteilung., This is analogous to the procedure adopted by the 
old VJehrmacht.
